New York, September 6.—All is ready for 
the battle royal between Valkyrie III and 
Defender. The final preparations for the 
fret of the international races have been 
made. Both ships are anchored in the 
Horseshoe ready for action tomorrow. 
The veil of mystery which has kept the 
public in ignorence of the actual dimensions 
ef the competing yachts was raised today 
when John Hyslop, official manager of the 
New York Yacht Club, passed his steel 
tape from bow to stern, from deck to mast- 
head, and aleng the boom and bowsprit 
of both crafts, and the result was that Val- 
kyre III allows the Defender 29 1-10 sec- 


onds. 

The boats are Iess than eighty-nine feet 
on the load water line, instead of being 
close to ninety feet, and Valkyrie is two- 
tenths of a foot longer than the Defender. 
Her call area is greater, but the Defender 
has a boom 10 feet long, while that of 
the British boat is only 105 feet. 

The prospect of seeing the Valkyrie and 
the Defender together before the great 
race was an attraction which drew crowds 
to the Erie basin. They began to arrive 
at break of day, many taking in the sight 
before going to business. The numbers 
increased till, at 11 o’clock, fully 3,000 peo- 
ple swarmed about the dock, and during 
the afternoon it was estimated 8,000 peo- 
ple were present at one time. In the 
course of the day nearly 20,000 people must 
-have viewed the boats. 

The_New York Yacht Club house was 
the scene of much activity this evening. 
The clubhouse was crowded with members 
and the merits of the two big racers were 
discussed with considerable imation by 
the yachting sharps of the c¥Wuib. 

At 7:35 o’clock p. m. Mr: Hyslop arrived 
at the clubhouse. The assemblage present 
expressed considerable surprise at the fig- 
ures. It was generally believed in yachting 
circles that the difference in time allowed 
im favor of the Defender would be any- 
where from 1% to 2 minutes, and conse- 
quently there was some disappointment 
when the ennouncement was made.

HAVE ONE OF OUR OWN. 


An Independent Investigation of the 
Cheng-Tu Riots. 


Washington, September 6.—The United 
States government has decided to enter 
forthwith upon an independent investiga- 
tion of the Cheng-Tu riots, with the co- 
operation of a Chinese represehtative. As 
at first arranged the inquiry was to have 
been made in co-operation with England, 
but there has been a change of plan with- 
in the past few days, occasioned partly by 
the fact that the British consul at Chung 
King, who is to conduct the investigation 
on behalf of his government and to whom, 
with the concurrence of an American mis- 
sionary member, it was at first proposed 
to entrust the preliminary investigation of 
the facts, has been detained at his post 
and it is said will not be able to begin the 
inquiry for a month or more. 

There are also understood to be other 
reasons why the state department has de- 
cided upon an independent investigation, 
such as France has already made, and such 
as England will make later. The depart- 
ment is not yet prepared to make these 
public. 

China is expected to lend her support to 
the American inquiry to the extnt of 
supplying an escort to the persons who will 
conduct it, but who have not yet been 
designated, and who probably will furnish 
an official’ who will co-operate with the 
American investigator as at the Ku-Cheng 
investigation. The investigation is ex- 
pected to be made by some official now on 
the Chinese coast. It will probably take 
a month to reach Cheng-Tu, which is the 
capital of the interior province of Szechu- 
an, and lies some 1,500 miles from the near- 
est ocean port. _ 


INTRIGUING FOR REED. 


Foraker and Quay Seem To Be Pilot- 
ting Against McKinley. 


Columbus, O., September 6.—The Press 
publishes this evening a story in explana- 
tion of the recent visit of Charles L. Kurtz, 
chairman of the Ohio republican executive 
eommmittee, to Senator Quay at Pittsburg. 
The substance of it is that a coalition is 
being made between Foraker and Quay in 
behalf of Reed, of Maine, 
dency, in consequence of the work of Wil- 
liam M. Hern, of Ohio, who has been in 
New York the last two weeks in the in- 
terest of Governor McKinley’s presidential 
boom. If the republicans carry Ohio this 
fall, as they expect to, Foraker will be in 
full control in this state, and Kurtz is 
said to have reported to Quay that while 
the Ohio delegation will be nominally for 
McKinley, at least two-thirds of them 
will De at heart for Reed and will go to him 
upon the first opportunity. 


HAD BLANK DRAFTS PRINTED. 


Officials Think They Are on the Trail 
{ of a Bad Gang. 

Philadelphia, September 6.—What is be- 
lieved to be an important capture was 
made by city detectives yesterday in the 
arrest of Robert Ritson. A few days agu 
a firm of printers here notified Chief of 
Detectives Miller that a stranger had given 
them an order for several hundred blank 
drafts which were to be finished yesterday. 
Detectives were put on the case and they 
arrested Ritson immediately after he had 
received the drafts fiem the printers. The 
drafts are known es cashier drafts and 
are drawn on the bank’s correspendent in 
other cities. The Centennial Bank of New 
York is the correspondent of the First Na- 
tional of this city, dnd for this Ritson had 
about fifty drafts printed. ‘ihe other 
drafts were drawn on the Citizens’ bank of 
Louisville, Ky.; the Citizens’ National bank, 
of Milwaukee; the Boston.bank, of Boston, 
Mass.. and five New York banks. There 
was also found in Ritson’s pcssession a 
book containing a cipher code, and the de- 
tectives believe him one of an organized 
band -who have planned to swindle many 
banking institutions. Ritson could not sat- 
isfactorily explain his object in having the 
drafts printed, and he was held in $800 bail 
for a further hearing.

The Savannah Team Is Making a Very. 


Creditable Record. 
F. C. WILSON IS A FINE SHOT 


He Makes the Highest Scores in Some 
of the Contests. 


ANCTHER MEDAL IS IN HIS GRASP 


The Interstate Medal Is Almost Sure 
To Go to Him—The Wimbledon 
Cup To Be Shot for Today. 


Sea Girt, N. J., September 6.—The New 
Jersey. Rifle Association can feel proud 
Over the success of its fifth annual meet- 
ing, which commenced on Monday and 
closes tomorrow night. Severai records 
have been broken. Tomorrow the match 
for the Wimbledon cup will take place. 

This morning Captain Walker, who is 
in charge of the rifle range office, gave ous 
the scores made in the skirmish runs for 
the state and interstate regimental matches 
and the contest for the Columbia trophy. 
Four New Jersey regiments, the Second, 
Third, Fourth and Sixth, were entered in 
the first named. The marksmen shot on 
the 200 and 500-yard ranges on Wednesday 
and finished with the skirmish runs last 
night. The Second regiment won the match 
again this year, making four successive 
victories for them. Following were the 
scores made:

HANGED TO A LIMB. 


Dock King Lynched for Assaulting a 
Lady. 


Nashville, Tenn., September 6.—While 
Mr. Charies Jones, a highly respectable 
citizen of Lincoln county, was-in Fayette- 
ville Monday night attending a lodge, a 
negro broke into his residence in the 
ccuntry, where his wife and her sister 
were staying, and committed a criminal 
assault on the wife. The sister ran away 
to secure aid. Both women recognized the 
negro as Dock King, a farmhand. King’s 
arrest followed the next day and he was 
found to have marks on his arm that were 
inflicted while he was forcing his way 
into the house. Both women visited King 
in jail yesterday and further identified 
him as their assailant. This morning at 
an early hour a mob of 200 men took King 
from the jail and hanged him to a. tree. 


BALFIMORE FLOODED. 


Sewers Overflow—Jones’s Falls on a 
Rampage. 

Baltimore, Md., September 6.—Baltimore 
was visited today by the reaviest down- 
pour of rain in twenty-five years. Starting 
at 2 o’clock this morning, there was little 
cessation until 6 o’clock tonight, when .76 
inch is the record of the precipitation. 
The sewers were incapable of carrying off 
the vast quantities of watef that poured in- 
to them,:and in several places washouts 
and cave-ins resul.ed. 

The most serious accident occurred on 
Greenmount avenue, near North avenue. 


| The rushing torrent undermined the foun- 


dations and the buildings soon collapsed, 
the occupants thereof barely escaping with 
their lives. The houses were occupied re- 
spectively by Charles Martin and Ely Skip- 


per as dwellings and the City and Ssub- 


urban railroad as an office building. 

One death the result of the storm was 
reported. Mrs. Annie O. Smith and her 
son were washed off the foot bridge that 
spans Jones’s Falls at Mount Washington 
The young man succeeded in reaching the 
shore, but his mother was drowned in the 
stream.

| DURANT IN COURT.

While the Case Proceeds He Talks 
to a Detective. 


IT WILL BE A LONG TRIAL 


If All the Witnesses Are Examined It 
Will Last a Month. 


A MINIATURE DOLL IS TO BE USED 


The Defense Will Contend That Du- 
rant Could Not Carry a Girl’s 
Body Up Into the Belfry.. 


San Francisco, Cal., September 6.—The 
skeleton of defense in the great Durant 
trial is beginning to be faintly visible. 
Whether they have the sensational evi- 


dence that they have hinted will clear. 


Durant completely or not, they will try 
the police department. There will be a 
whole lot in the trial about the blindness 
of the police and their fatuousness in ig- 
ncering every clew that did not coincide 
with their preconceived idea that Durant 
was the guilty man. 

By disputing every proposition of the 
prosecution and assuming all the time that 


the police are turning everything against. 


the prisoner, they will raise a cloud, of 
contention and surmises that, with what 
evidence they will produce of Durant’s pre- 
vious good character and the alibi wit- 
nesses, will raise the reasonable doubt 
in the jury’s mind that will deter them 
from bringing in a verdict of guilty. 
Now it is certain that the trial will be 
a_very long one. If such minor witnesses 
as the detective who merely found the 
body and the physician who only con- 
ducted the autopsy are to be cross- 
examined for half a day, how long will the 


attorneys for Durant keep the witnesses 


who actually give testimony ‘against Du- 
rant on the stand? Mrs. Leak, who. will 
swear she saw Durant go into the church 
that fatal afternoon with Blunche Lamont; 
Oppenheimer, tne second-hand dealer in 
jewelry, who will swear Durant tried to 
sell him one of the dead girl’s rings; the 
witnesses to whom Durant made state- 
ments inconsistent with the present theory 
of the defense and with facts the police 
will. prove, will undoubtedly be kept on 
the stand for days.

It is ono of those pretty French dolls with 
movable limbs and head, tumbled hair and 
eyes that close. It will he laid in the cor- 
ner of the miniature belfry with arms 
folded across the breast and head turned 
slightly to one side and kept in position 
by two tiny blocks of wood. Then the jury 
will know more vividly than words can 
tell them just what was the state of things 
in Emanuel church when Detective Gibson 
broke down the belfry door and found the 
murdered girls. 

Durant takes the liveliest sort of inter- 
est in the model of the church, with which 
he was so familiar. He leaned to Detective 
Harry Morse and whispered suggestions 
and comments all the time that Policeman 
Russell was pointing out the distances and 
particular points in his model. 

In the interval between the disappear- 
ance of Blanche Lamont and the finding of 
her body in the belfry the tongue of Theo- 
dore Durant was busy. He may have 
cause to regret it. To some people he de- 
clared that he could not account for the 
mysterious disappearance of the girl. With 
tears in his eyes, he said she had been a 
pure girl, and he could not reason in his 
own mind a theory of her absence. To 
others, in several instances to newspaper 
reporters, he said that he felt confident 
that the girl had gone astray; that she 
would be found down town. To her uncle 
he. offered his services to search in- the 
shadows of the city for the missing girl. 
To the janitor of Emiauel church, who 
caught him at-the’ ferry the day Minnie 
Williams was murdered, he said that he 
had information that Blanche Lamont was 
going away, and that he intended to in- 
tercept her. 

“How will Durant reconcile these atti- 
tudes?’ is the query of the prosecution. 
It is one of the questions the student will 
not answer, but it is one problem which 
he must face before the jury which is try- 
ing him will say that his life shall not be 
forfeited to the state. 

When the trial was resumed this morn- 
ing C. G. Noble, uncle of the murdered 
girl, was recalled and completed his evi- 
dence respecting the identification of the 
body. 

A. B. Riehl, police officer, was the next 
witness. He entered the church with De- 
tective Gibson and assisted the latter in 
breaking in the door leading into the 
belfry. Gibson discovered the body of Miss 
Lamont and called his attention to it. 
Witness saw blood stains on the floor of 
the third landing below where the body 
was found, and on examination he had 
found that this blood had dropped from 
above. He also saw footprints on the dust 
of the steps of the stairway. 

The Testimony. 

The testimony in the Durant case today 
was mainly given over to incidents con- 
nected with the discovery of the body of 
Blanche Lamont in the church tower. 

Patrolman Riecht testified that he dis- 
covered footprints in the dust on the steps 
leading to the top floor of the tower where 


the body lay. He thought the footprints | 


were those of the murderer, but they were 
obliterated by the morgue attaches, who 

tered the tower to get the body. Riecht 
also told of blood stains on the first floor 
of the belfry made by blood which dripped 
from the third landing, where the mur- 
derer rested with his victim and Ieft the 
body for about a day. There were also 
marks in the dust on the stairs made by 
the trailing skirts of the dead girl while 
the murderer was carrying the body up 
to the third landing. 

The. defense was particular in bringing 
out these points, apparently to fortify its 
theory that the body of the murdered girl 
was carried a long distance and that a 
man of Burant’s physique would have been 
unable to carry it. 

The prosecution has evidence to show 
that Durant could easily have carried the 
body to the spot where it was found. 

The other testimony today was as to the

SPANIARDS ARE SORE. 


Over the Allianca Affair—Why Mu- 
ruaga Resigned. 


Madrid, September 6—Count MHobkirk, 
the Frenchman who was on board the 
American steamer Allianca at the time 
she was fired upon by a Spanish warship 
off Cape Maysi, Cuba, is now in this city. 
In an interview today he said that the Al- 
lianca waa so close to the coast that he 
could see the inhabitants clearly. When 
Capain Crossman, the master of the Alli- 
anca, saw the Conde de Venadito, the 
warship which fired on the American ves- 
sel, he Was enraged hecause he knew he 
would not be able to land the arms he 
had aboard the «steamer. He exclaimed: 
“I will kick up a nice row when I reach 
the United State.” % : 

Senor Muruaga, formerly Spanish min- 
ister to the United States,‘ has written to 
the papers stating that he resigned be- 
cause he had proof that the Conde de 
Venadito was right in firing on the Alii- 
anca, ,He would not consent that Spain 
would give humiliating satisfaction to the 
United States for an incident in which the 
United States was at fault. Moreover, he 
adds, it is known in the United States 
that Captain Crossman smuggled arms to 
the rebels in Brazil during the civil war 
in that country and that he now carries 
on a risk trade smuggling arms to the 
insurgents in Cuba. 

Senor Muruaga adds that he had the 
statements of witnesses that the Allianca 
carried contraband of war, and that she 
was only a mile and a half from the Cu- 
ban coast when the Conde de Venadito 
hailed her. He sent these statements and 
a full report of the occurrence to the Ma- 
drid government and they concealed them. 

The Spanish press is indignant over these 
revelations, and violently attacks the 
United States and the Spanish government. 
The newspapers declare that the action of 
the United States in sending an ultimatum 
was a gross abuse of strength, seeing 
Spain’s difficulty.

Kolb and Other Leaders Announce a 
Party Conclave for November. 

Montgomery, Ala., September 6.—(Spe- 
pial.)—The People’s Tribune, Captain Kolb’s 
paper, published at Birmingham, prints to- 
day a lengthy “Address to the People of 
Alabama.” It is signed by R. F. Kolb, 8. 
M. Adams, D. S. Troy, Philander Morgan, 
©. L. McKinstrey and about one hundred 
other prominent populists in Alabama. The 
names of A. T. Goodwyn, P. G. bowman 
and J. C. Manning are, however, conspicu- 


ously absent. 

After calling attention to the fact that 
ballot box stuffing was born of the exegen- 
cies of tne reconstruction time, and ex- 
plaining that no similar condition of affairs 
now exists, the possibilities of negro domi- 
nation having long ago disappeared, the 
call continues: 

“But the powers assumed by the ‘organ-

Trade in the Northwest Is_ aLiitle 
Backward. 


THE RAILROADS SHOW A SLIGHT GAIN 


Everything Points to an Immense 
Corn Crop—Not Even Frost Can 
Hurt It Much Now. 


° 


New York, September 6.—Bradstreet’s 
tomorrow, September ich, will say: 

“Kavorable crop reports fron: nearly all 
directions and a continuance of the: boom 
in steel and iron continue to characterize 
the general trade situation. Latest advices 
as to the ccrn crop have replaced anxiety 
With confidence in the itarger estimates 
of the size of that crop and satisfaction 
with the outlook for trade this autumn. 
Harvesting and thrashing are interfering 
a little with business in the spring wheat 
country, yet Duluth, Minneapolis and Bt. 
Paul jobbers in gencral lines are pushing 
new business. In South Dakota and 
Washington, farmers show no disposition 
to sell their grain. California reports per- 
fect weather for harvesting. 

“The other side to the crop outlook is 
found in Texas, where worms are said to 
have seriously damaged cotton in sciue 
sections. The growth of bullish specula- 
tive feeling engendered by expansion ia 
trade and industry was partially checked 
toward the close of the week by coa- 
tinued gold exports, London’s bearishness 
and the low prices for the agricultural 
products of the country. Public interest 
in the New York stock market has been 
increasing. Reports indicating a _ settle- 
ment of the anthracite troubles have made 
the coal stocks a speculative feature. For- 
eign exchange is very dull, but firm at 
$4.90 for demand. The gold shipments for 
the week through outside channels were 
$4,000,000. Advances in prices this week, 
aside from Bessemer pig iron, steel billets, 
bar iron and wire nails, included gains in 
quotations for cotton, print cloths, hem- 
lock sole, rome cheaper paper, sugar and 
lead, while wheat, corn, oats, pork, cof- 
fee, cattle, hogs, wool, leaf tobacco and 
hogs ure lower. 

“Bank clearings at fifty-nine cities for 
August aggregate $4,107,821.587, a falling off, 
as was to be expected, of 9 per cent from 
July, but an increase of 16 per cent over 
August of last year, and 2¥ per 
cent over August in the panic 
veur—1893—and 4 decrease of only 
8.8 per cent from August, 1892. Every sec- 
tion of country shows a gain in August 
over last year, except the northwestern, 
which is beginning to report trade ex- 
pansion. Gains are heaviest and most nu- 
merous in the east and middle states, and 
the south is beginning to experience the 
effects of higher cotton prices in enlarged 
bank clearings. 

“Wheat stocks available east of the 
Rockies, here and in Canada, fell away 
sharply during August, and for two 
months the decrease is 8,927,000 against in- 
creases in August and July in four pre- 
ceding years. The world’s wheat stock for 
August increased 642,000 bushels. In Au- 
cust, 1894, they gained 9,268,000 bushels, and 
in 1892 12,486,000 bushels. Domestic availa- 
ble wheat stocks are almost as light as on 
September 1, 1892, and much smaller than 
one and two years ago. 

“Actual gains in the volume of general 
trade this week are recorded at’ Seattle and 
Tacoma, on the Pacific coast, St. Louis 
and Kansas City at the west, Duluth and 
St. Paul at the northwest, and at Chat- 
tanooga, Augusta, Atlanta and Mempuis 
at the south, Competition between rival 
cval companies still prevents advances of 
prices of both biturunous and anthracite 
and the outlook for woolen mill plants is 
not quite as bright as is that for cotton 
inills, which are sold well ahead. 

Dun & Co.’s Review. 

R. G. Dun & Co., in their weekly review 
of trade tomorrow, will say: 

“There is no real reaction in business, 
Gains, which were recognized as temporary, 
are vanishing, but there remains a decided 
increase over last year at this date, ai- 
though prices average 8.8 per cent lower 
than a year ago. It needs no keen ob- 
server to see that the reaction against the 
rapid advance of prices is strong. Cotton 
is strong, but has paused. The general 
tendency to curtail purchases where prices 
hav® notably advanced grows clearer in 
boots and shoes, in wool and in some prod- 
ucts of iron. 

“Imports are large, but it is stated that 
Bradford manufacturers find it» hard to 
gét labor enough to fill their orders, so that 
delay may cancel many contracts, as infe- 
rior quality has canceled some already. 
The cotton manufacturer has rising cotton 
and a strong market to help, but a chance 
of a great strike for higher wages. 

“The brightest feature in all the horizon 
is the certainty that the crop of corn will 
be immense. Frosts can now only affect 
small fraction, and the surplus will go 
into the manufacture of meals, because at 
35.7 cents at New York, nearly 4 cents 
lower than a week ago, there is no other

W. H. HURLBURT DEAD. 


THE BRILLIANT JOURNALIST 
MEETS HIS END IN ITALY. 


In the Early Part of the War He 
Was Arrested in Atlanta. 


London, September 6.—W. H. Hurlburt 
died at Cadonabbia, Italy, on Wednesday, 
after a long illness. 
burt was bcrn in Charleston, 8. C., July 


in 1847, at the divinity school there in 1849, 
and then studied in Berlin, Rome and 
Paris. After a few years in the Unitarian 
ministry he entered Harvard law school 
in 1852, In 1855 he was a writer on Put- 
nam’s Magazine and The Albion, and join- 
ed the staff of The New York Times in 
1857. 

While visiting the south in 1861 he was 
arrested by a vigilance committee in At- 
lanta, Ga., imprisoned for a time and then 
released, but he was refused a passport 
unless. upon conditions with which he would 
not comply and, finally in August, 1862, 
made his escape through the confederate 
lines and reached Washington. He be- 
came connected with The New York 
World in 1862 and in 1864 purchased The 
Commercial Advertiser, intending to pub- 
lish it as a free trade paper, but he and 


; his associates in the enterprise failing to. 


agree, the paper was sold in 1867 to Thur- 
low Weed. He went to Mexico in 1866 and 
was invited to the capital by Maximilian, 
He represented The New York World at 
the world’s fair in Paris in 1867 and the 
centenary festival. .of St. Petersburg at 
Rome, and in it7i accompanied the United 
States expedition to Santo Domingo, during

most complete account in any language of 
the medern history of that island. From 
1876 to 1883 ,.he was editor-in-chief of The 
World and in the latter year went to Hu- 
rope, where he has since chietly resided.

He Has an Attack of Cholera MorbBus 
and Dies Suddenly. 

Milledgeville, Ga., September 6.—(Speciai.) 
W. A. Morgan, a well known traveling man, 
was found dead in his bed at the Marshall 
house in this city this morning at 5 o’clock. 
Mr. Morgan came here Wednesday over 
the Georgia railroad, seemingly in good 
health and spirits.

MUST WAIT SIXTY DAYS 


Before You Can Get a Duplicate Money 
Order. 

Washington, September 6.—The postof- 
fice department has been put to considera- 
ble trouble lately by the issuance of du- 
plicate money orders for those alleged to 
have been lost, misdirected or possibly 
stolen by dishonest clerks. All duplicates 
have to be issued by the department here, 
and last year applications were made for 
the issuance of more than 20,000 such or- 
ders. The department finds that in many 
cases both the original and the duplicate 
have been paid, and in some cases suit has 
had to be brought to recover the money. 
In order to obviate such entanglements in 
the future, First Assistant Postmaster 
General Jones, at the solicitation of the 
auditor, has adopted a rule not to issue 
duplicates in the future until the expiration 
6? sixty days from the date of the original 
money order, thereby affording time for 
the receipt at the auditor’s office of the 
money order statements of paying postmas- 
ters and an opportunity to examine such 
Statements to ascertain whether the origi- 
nal orders have been paid. 

This may work a hardship in some cases 
among those who can ill afford to wait 
the period of sixty days on account of the 
mistakes of their correspondents, but it is 
held at the postoffice department that the 
general good of the whole service demande 
the enforcement of the new regulations.

EMPEROR AT STETTIN 


Where He Witnesses the Maneuvers 
| of Troops. 


“Stettin, September 6—The emperor ar- 
rived here at 4:10 o’clocig this afternoon to 
review the troops and witness the maneu- 
vers. A dais covered with purple and pro- 
fusely decorated with flags had been erect- 
ed for his use at the quay where his majes- 
ty landed. The dais, as well as the entire 
quay, was guarded by grenadiers, while 
the emperor inspected the troops. The em- 


press drove over from the railway station, | 


where she was received by the regent of 
Brunswick and joined the emperor on the 
dais. The grenadiers passed before the 
kaiser and kaiserine, after which the im- 
perial party drove to the Rathhouse or 
city hall. Children were formed in line 
along the route as far as Breitestrasse. The 
first line was composed of girls dressed in 
white, with cornflower coronhets. The next 
line wore rose buds, the next violets and 
the fourth line orange blossoms. The ef- 
fect was exceedingly pretty. Every point 
of observation was crowded with specta- 
tors. - 

At 4:25 o’clock a herald, in the historic 
dress of the town of Stettin, sounded flour- 
ishes upon the bugle and the emperor’s car- 
riage halted in front of the Rathhouse, 
where his majesty was welcomed by the 
burgomaster in a short address, thanking 
the emperor for having advanced the de- 
velopment of Stettin, through the North 
sea and Baltic canal, and expressing hope 
that he*would further assist the growth of 
the town by the works of an Oder canal. 
The emperor shook hands with the chief 
burgomaster and promised to bestow upon 
the inhabitants of Stettin personal interest 
and care, relying upon their good will to- 
ward himself and his house, The emperor 
and empress then drove to the castle amid 
the cheers of the crowd. 

This evening a banquet was given in the 
hall of the Pomeranian provincial diet. The 
empress entered the hall in company with 
Prince Albrecht, while thé emperor es- 
corted Countess Brockdorf. The emperor 
was very animated during the banquet. 
Herr Koeller, president of the provincial 
diet, made an .address in the course of 
which he said that the annual military 
maneuvers were a test of the readiness 
and efficiency of the national army. They 
were no longer of mere military interest, 
but. had grown into a real volksfest. They 
were popular national fetes, for all the peo- 
ple in the province in which they were held 
congregate to see their king and emperor, 
and give a hearty welcome. Continuing, 
President Koeller said: ; 

“Thus the Pomeranians today, great em- 
peror and empress, pray You to accept from 
us a vow of everlasting fidelity and loyalty. 
Never shall we relax our attachment, either 
in peace or war, in bad or good times. to 
our emperor.” 

He then called for cheers for the em- 
peror, which were given heartily. 

His majesty, in reply, said: 

“I accept your touching vow with grate- 
ful heart. This is the first time I have re- 
viewed the Pomeranian corps to test their 
readiness for war. Many bonds connect 
Pomerania with my house. Hard and hot 
fights were needed until the great election 
definitely and forever united Pomerania 
with Brandenburg, adding thereto a stur- 
dy and loyal people. I take your ranks 
around me. Preserve the memory of Em- 
peror William I unsullied. Continue to 
carry out the work he commenced and 
then my heart’s wish will be realized.” -

LAUDERDALE’S GOOD SHOWING. 


The County Is Out of Debt and the 
Tax Is Reduced. 


Meridian, Miss., September 6.—(Special.)— 
During the September session of the board 
of supervisors just closed, it was ordered 


‘that a tax of 2% mills for general county 


purposes and 1 mill for road purposes be 
levied on all pgoperty, real and personal, 
in the county of Lauderdale, and that the 
sheriff and tax collector pay over to the 
city of Meridian one-half of all money col- 
lected under the road levy for the im- 
provement of the streets of the city. The 
State tax is 5 mills and the county is 3% 
mils, making 8% mills the total levy of 
the county. The state tax for the: year 
1894 was 6 mills and the county tax 6 mills, 
a total of 12 mills. In September of that 
year the county was $1,000 in debt. Now 
it has over $10,000 in cash, and the total 
tax levy is only 8% mills. This is among 
the lowest, if not the lowest tax rate of 
any county in the state.

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Still Away Behind in Her Payment to 
the Bond Commission. 


SHE GETS MORE TIME TO PAY 


More Bonds Are Bought by the Com- 
mission—John Freeman Is Still 
at Large—City Gossip. — 


Macon, Ga., September 6.—(Special.)— 
pursuance of a resolution passed by the 
city council at a special meeting Wednes- 
day night authorizing City Treasurer Tins- 
ley to borrow a sum not to exceed one- 
fifth of 1 per cent of the assessed valuation 
of ctiy property, with which to pay certain 
pressing debts of the city, the treasurer has 
negotiated a loan from the Exchange bank 
of $20,000 and today he paid the bond com- 
mission $10,000 of it on the commission’s 
demand for the immediate payment of $21,- 
@00, the balance due the commission by the 
city up to April Ist last. 

The payment today of $10,000 makes a 
total of $14,000 paid of the $50,000 that the 
city is annually required to pay the bond 
commission by October lst of each year for 
payment of interest on bonds and for pur- 
poses of a sinking fund. Now that the 
city has paid $10,000 the bond commission 
will give the city further time and will 
not issue a mandamus to enforce immediate 
payment of the balance due. 

The bond commission met this afternoon 
and agreed to purchase $10,000 more s-wer 
bonds from the city, thus making da total 
of $100,000 of sewer bonds that the commis- 
sion has bought and paid cash for. Ninety 
thousand dollars of the amount has beer 
expended by the city on the sanitary 
sewers. There was a meeting of the sewer 
advisory committee today to ascertain if 
any of the amount had been expended for 
public purposes other than sewers. The 
city treasurer's report was very full and 
clear and satisfactory. There was about 
$7,000 that had been charged to sewers 
which should have been charged to the city 
and about $2,100 that was charged to the 
city which should have been charged 
against the sewers. These changes’ made a 
credit in favor of the sewers of about 
$14.90. A committee consisting of C. B. 
Willingham, Sam Altmayer and Lee Ellis 
were appointed to examine the report 
thoroughly.

TREASURE HID IN ATHENS. 


ONE DARK NIGHT. 


Be That the Plunder Is 
Still There in Some 
Back Yard.

Athens, Ga., September 6.—(Special.)—Mr, 
Andrew J. Cobb, of Atlanta while here 
©n a visit a few days ago, related a con- 
versation between himself and Major John 
C. Whitner, of Atlanta, which is of rare 
interest to Athenians. Major Whitner was 
up north on a business trip and got into 
sonversation with a gentleman of good 
station in the business world who told 


him the following story: 

“{ was during the war a member of Gen- 
eral Palmer’s command and after the sur- 
render we went raiding through Georgia in 
search of President Davis, who was known 
to be making his way in that direction. 
We camped at Athens, Ga., during our 
search, and while there an incident hap- 
pened that I shall never forget as long as 
I live. 

“We were camped near the Oconee river 
on a hillside. Nearby was a railroad depot 
which we were told was the Georgia rail- 
road depot. A little band of soldiers in 
our company had, during the long march 
from Richmond south, gathered together 
quite a considerable amount of treasures. 
When they reached Athens these treasures 
had accumulated in bulk to such an ex- 
tent that they would carry them no fur- 
ther, so they decided to bury them. 

“One dark night they went to work in a 
hurry to conceal their treasures. They se- 
cured a stout wooden box and piled every- 
thing in it and nailed the top down se- 
curely upon it. Into that box they piled 
over a bushel of gold and silver watches, 
quite an amount of gold and silver coin 
and a large number of articles of silver and 
gold. After digging a hole about six feet 
deep they buried the box, covered it thor- 
oughly and went their way. Soon we 
moved on and the company became dis- 
banded and I’ve never heard of any re- 
of 
those buried treasures. But it is a fact 
that those treasures were buried in Ath- 
ens, Ga., under a big tree that stood not 


| far from the Georgia railroad depot.”’

Franklin, Ga., September 6.—(Special.)-- 
A meeting of representative citizens was 


held at the courthouse on Tuesday last 
to discuss silver. 

The meeting was called to order by W. 
H. Daniel, chairman of the democratiz 
executive committce. He was elected tem- 
porary chairman and P. T. McCutchen gec- 
retary. 

Colonel Daniel delivered a ringing ad- 
dress, which was listened to with deep in- 
terest. 

A committee on resolutions was appoint- 
ed, one member from each militia district. 
Of these one affected to favor the gold 
Standard, but was soon satisfied by the 
other members of the committee and the 
resolutions reperted strongly opposed the 
radical financial policy of the administra- 
tion, 
Secretaries Carlisle and Smith, and urged 
the party to cling to the old principles of 
Jefferson and Jackson as now advocated 
by Harris of Tennessee, Daniel of Virginia 
and Crisp of Georgia. 

Before adjournment the meeting resolved 
iise'f into a bimetallic league, and more 
than fifty names were enrolled.

New One Rivals the kamous 
Mammoth in Extent. 


Brownsville, Ky., September 6.—(Special.) 
Another cave sixty feet under ground at 
the opening and eleven miles in length, so 
far as it has been explored, has been re- 
cently discovered near the famous Mam- 
moth cave, in Edmonson county, Ky. The 
‘discovery was made by accident by two 
colored men who own a small tract of 
land on Green river, three miles west of the 
Mammoth cave. 

Dr. L. W. Hazen, of Bowling Green, Ky., 
has taken a lease for five years on the 
property and a hotel is now being erected 
and the work of exploring still continues. 
The various avenues and scenery along the 
routes are said to rival those of the original 
cave and it is believed by many that this is 
an unexplored outlet of the famous Mam- 
moth cave, In many places the opening 
from one avenue or chamber into another 
is very small, but the rocks are being re- 
moved with dynamite in order that the pas- 
sage may be less difficult. A force of men 
with tools aud provision to last them for 
several days’ is now in the cave and will 
find out if possible where it really ends. A 
number of visitors have gone through this 
cave as far as it is considered safe to go at 
present and all pronounce it wonderful in- 
deed.

Discovered in Chicago by Consul 
Job. 


Chicago, September 5.—Consul Job, of the 
republic of Hawaii, has discovered a plot 
to overturn the republic of Hawaii anc 
either restore Liliuokalani to the throne 
or set up a new government. Frilibusters 
are being recruited in Chicago for this 
purpose. A private detective agency is 
said to be tracing the leaders of the move- 
ment, and at the first attempt on their 
part to make a hostile demonstration they 
will be arrested.

Jacksonville, Fla., September 5.—A special 
to The Times-Union from Aucilla, Fla., 
says that last Monday night Stella John- 
son, the fourteen-year-old daughter of a 
widow, who lives near there, mysteriously 
diseppeares. The mother said the girl 
had been kidnaped and posses have been 
searching for her. Today her nude -and 
mangled body was found, strapped to a 
log, in a pond some distance from her 
home. Her neck was broken, throat cut 
and right arm severed from the shoulder. 
The arm could not be found. She had also 
been assaulted. The coroner is investi- 
gating, but great mystery envelops the 
crime.

Dr. Cure-All is not a new ure in the 
medical world, for his appearance in Lon- 
don as a penny-in-the-slot machine has at- 
tracted a great deal of attention and 
created no ligthe amusement. The new 
doctor is literally a wooden man—no re- 
flection, of course, being intended thereby 


as being about half the size of the Ameri- 
can cigar store Indian. He might, per- 
haps, more properly be designed as Dr. 
Slot, for from head to foot he is covered 
with slots, info which patients may drop 
their pennies and receive, from the cor- 
responding opening beneath, the prescrip- 
tions appropriate to their cases. Dr. Siot 
does not cure you while you wait, (al- 
though many living doctors are willing to 
do this, if you will wait long enough,) and, 
therefore, issues prescriptions and not 
medicines. The prescriptions, however, 
are said to be generally good, containing 
the standard medicines for common ail- 
ments. Nearly all the ordinary ills to 
which flesh is heir seem to be within the 
range of Dr. Slot’s practice. At the top 
of his forehead is a slot for ‘‘headache,”’ 
and suggestively near it is another label- 
ed “hair restorer.’’ He is bald-headed 
-himself, but what of that? Is he not as 
much entitled to faith as the-hairless ton- 
sorial artist, with the infallible oil that he 
offers his customers? As you proceed to 
look Dr. Slot over, you will find out he 
offers to cure you of earache, toothache, 
stye on the eye, catarrh, chapped lips, 
lockjaw; pimples, nervousness, sore throat, 
hoarseness, boils, bronchitis, rheumatism, 
indigestion, liver complaint, kidney dis- 
ease, stomachache, paralysis, dropsy, gout 
and a variety of other troubles, including 
bunions and ingrowing nails. He even 
claims to be a minister to a mind disease, 
to one of the worst and most commorm 
forms of mental trouble known to modern 
life, for he has a slot marked “big head.’’ 
This is -a disease which has heretofore 
baffled medical treatment and which has 
been known_to yield only to the club of 
experience or repeated shower baths of 
ridicule. Many cases have been regarded 
as absolutely incurable, and if Dr. Slot 
has a sure remedy for “big head’ he will 
be entitled to be considered a benefactor 
of mankind. It ‘he could only have ar- 
rived in Maryland before the recent dem- 
ocratic state convention and treated some 
of our Maryland bosses -who are suffering 
from this complaint, it would have been 
better for them and the democratic party.

Both in San Francisco and in Portland, 
Ore., the boards of health are adopting 
stringent measures to shut out the epi- 
demic. <All vessels arriving at these ports 
are to be examined carefully and quaran- 
tined if necessary, and the national govern- 
ment will be called upon to take action 
under quarantine laws which shall assist 
the local authorities in the work of re- 
pelling an invasion. This action has been 
taken none too soon. "he reports from 
China and Japan are of an alarming char- 
acter. The aggregate number of deaths 
from cholera in the latter country since 
August Ist was over 16,000, while in China 
during the same period the nunfber ‘of 
deaths has reached nearly 50,000. These 
reports undoubtedly fail to give the whole 
number of deaths in the two empires, as in 
the one case they only include Tokio and 
one or two other ports, while in China the 
death list is confined to Peking and Shang- 
hai. The advance guard of the epidemic 
has already reached the Hawaiian islands, 
and the next points of communication are 
Portland and San Francisco,

Even with the best regula- 
tions at our Pacific ports, there is dan- 
ger that many ship loads. of Chinamen 
will be, smuggled in through Mexico and 
British Columbia. We have a long 
frontier to guard and the difficulties in 
the way are of a serious nature.

We do 
not want to be put to the trouble of 
stamping it out.

The Southern Will Continue the Work 
on the Terminals in Atlanta 
Undisturbed Today. 


The trouble between the Georgia railroad 
and the Southern railway was adjusted 
yesterday without the adjudication of 
Judge Lumpkin, of the superior court. 

The representatives of the Georgia road 
and the officials of the Southern came to 
terms in a sideroom at the courthouse and 
agreed to stop quarreling about a matter 
involving so little point. 

By the terms of the agreement the South- 
ern will be allowed to continue the work 
on the platforms and side tracks of the 


exposition terminals beside the Markham 

house, and will have the exposition double 

track road in readiness for the crowds by 
the time for the opening of the fair. 

Following is the text of the agreement 
reached yesterday which was signed by 
Judge Lumpkin: 

“The Southern Railway Company vs. the 
Georgia Railroad and Banking Company.

“The parties having entered upon te 

written contract in question, a stipulation 
by which all controversy as to time of 
notice is waived and under which stipula- 
tion said contract is now effective whether 
heretofore so or not, and both parties hav- 
ing waived any right or claim to damages 
by reason of the occurrences mentioned in 
the pleadings or all other work heretofore 
done by said Southern Railway Company. 

“The Georgia railroad company agree 
work in question may proceed, the petition 
of the complainant and the motion of de- 
fendant are hereby dismissed by consent.

When seen by a Constitution reporter 
Major Cumming had the following to say 
concerning the trouble between the South- 
ern and the Georgia: 

“Tt was ‘simply a business matter which 
ought to have been settled and has been 
settled in a businesslike way. The South- 
ern began work on our right of way in At- 


lanta without giving the ten days” notice | 


it agreed to give in the written contract. 
We did not want to impede the progress or 
obstruct interests of the exposition in 
the slightest way, but it was but just to 
us that the ten days’ notice should have 
been given. Without it the contract was 
void. Suppose some of the laborers had 
been injured while working on the property 
of the Georgia road Without the notice. 
They could have sued the Georgia road for 
damages and obtained it, although they 
were working for the Southern, for the con- 
tract would not have been in effect until 
the notice had been given. Now that the 
Southern’s officials have made a stipulation 
in the contract waiving this notice, the 
contract is valid because every condition 
has been met. 

“The Georgia road is glad that the mat- 
ter has been so pleasantly adjusted and 
would not have done anything to have in 
the slightest way injured the’ exposition 
unless it had been made necessary by a 
step that would have put in jeopardy the 
interests of the Georgia to such a vast 
extent as the continuation of construction 
of the Southern’s terminals without a con- 
tract between us would certainly have 
done as matters stood. 

“The Georgia suffers great inconvenience 
by the deal with the Southern, and wanted 
to put off the absorbtion of the tracks in 
Atlanta by the Southern as long as it was 
possible to do it without doing harm to the 


‘exposition or delaying the completion of the 


railway to the grounds. 

“That is all there was in the matter. We 
are glad that matters have been settled 
without the adjudication of the courts, for 
Wwe now can move on more harmoniously 
and with better results than if strife had 


been raised among ourselves.”

Police Commissioners Postpone Action 
Until Mr. Venable Returns, 


TWO HUNDRED AFTER JOBS 


Messrs. English and Venable Ex- 
change Words and Chairman 
Johnson Raps for Order. ~~ 


The board of police commissioners met 
in special session last night for the pur- 
pose of electing the police force to be 
placed on duty at the exposition.grounds. 
The board elected the supernumeraries 
now on the force to regular patrol duty 
but deferred the election of all the new 
men until the regular monthly meeting of 
the board next Monday afternoon. 

The session last night lasted one hour 
and a half and was one of more discussion 
than definite action. At one time the dis- 
cussion took rather a warm turn ard 
would probably have become interesting 
but for Chairman Johnson’s rap for or- 
der. 

Captain English and Mr. Brotherton lock- 
ed horns on the question of eight-hour 
work for patrolmen. In the progress of the 
discussion Mr. Brotherton stated that Cap- 
tain English had said 86me time ago that 
the eight-hour system was the best. 

Captain English was arguing for a 
twelve-hour system during the exposition 
and when Mr. Brotherton said that Com- 
missioner English had once stated that 
the eight-hour system was the est Cap- 
tain English said that the statement was 
untrue. ‘ 

‘Before the discussion proceeded further 
on that interesting line Chairman Jvulinson 
called the gentlemen to order and -eyuest- 
ed that personalities be not indulged in. 
The white-winged dove of peace then 
hovered over the board and its delibera-- 
tions proceeded without interruption. 

The principal action of the hoard was 
the decision to elect the supernumeraries 
as regular members of the force during 
the exposition. The board decided that the 
men to be placed on duty at the exposition» 
grounds should work twelve hours daily. 
The men on duty in the city proper will 
continue to work eight hours per cay for 
the present. 

The board deferred electing the exposi- 
tion force until its regular monthly meet- 
ing on account. of the absence of Commis- 
sioner Venable, who is in New York. In 
fairness to him, on motion of Mayor King, 
it was decided to postpone the election of 
the new men and the selection of super- 
numeraries to take the places of the men 
placed on regular duty until Mr. Venable 
returns, that he might participate in the 
election. 

Two Hundred Applicants Present. 

When Chairman Johnson called the board 
to order last night Mayor King, Captain 
English, Mr. Brotherton and Mr. Branan 
were present. Chief Connolly and Captain 
Wright occupied their accustomed seats 
around the board table. 

About two hundred anxiously awaiting 
would-be policemen were crowded in the 
room, making a background of upturned 
and interested faces. Every man had filed 
his little application for a position on the 
force and imagined how he would look 
swinging a big club during the big show 
soon to open. , 

The first matter before the board was 
an estimate of what men would be needed 
at the exposition grounds. The estimate 
was presented by Chairman Johnson for 
the consideration ofthe board. It called 
for thirty-six men to be placed on duty at 
the grounds at a cost of $9,782.50. The sala- 
ries of one captain, two sergeants, one 
station house keeper, one foreign detective, 
four local detectives, twenty-two patrol- 
men, one call man, one wagon man, one 
signal operator and two janitors and other 
necessities of the work can be paid for 
105 days of the exposition for the amount 
stated. The estimate includes expenves lore 
horses, wagons, wires, belts, clubs ard 
other police equipments. The estimate was 
finally adopted and the force at the expo- 
sition grounds will be provided according 
to it. 

Eight and Twelve Hour Discussion. 

Captain English offered a motion that 
the police force of Atlanta be required to 
work twelve hours daily during the exposi- 
tion. He said that the city had a duty to 
perform and the sooner it realized it the 
better. The city’s visitors had to be pre- 
tected. Strangers would come to the ex- 
position by the thousands. The city must 
give them police protection. It would be 
a matter of impossibility for the police 
force to do it working on the eight-hour 
system. If the force worked twelve hours 
one-third more men would be on duty in 
the city during the exposition, 

Mayor King and Captain Brotherton 
thought that the eight-hour system should 
be continued if it was possible to do so. 
Twelve hours work was too much for city 
work. Until it was found necessary to 
recuire more than that, they favored ths 
eight-hour system remaining in vogue. 
The change could be made later if it was 
found advisable. 

Mr. Branan thought that the twelve- 
hour syste’yn should be adopted in the in- 
terest of economy. The salaries of a cap- 
tain and two sergeants would be saved if 
the force was required to work twelve 
Lours. He argued in favor cf putting one 
of the captains now on the force at the 
exposition grounds and get along in the 
city with two. The amount saved could be 
expended in adding seven new patrolmen 
to the regular city force. 

They Were Willing. 

Chairman Johnson said that the force 
should remain as it is so far as the city 
preper is concerned. If it was found necc- 
essary the board could easily change from 
the eight-hour to the twelve-hour system. 
He recognized. the fact that more men 
were needed for city duty. The city tax- 
payers demanded that their property be 
protected. 

Mr. Johnson thought that every man 
who made application for a position would 
be willing to work twelve hours at $65 per 
month. To settle the matter he turned 
toward the big sea of applicants and ask- 
ed them in a voice if they were willing toa 
accept the jobs and work twelve hours a 
day. 

‘‘Yes,”” came the reply in loud exclama- 
tion from two hundred throats. 

That settled it. If there were any who 
did not care to work twelve hours pleaty 
of men would take their places. 
“That’s Untrue,’’ Said Capt. English. 

“Commissioner English is advocating the 
twelve-hour system as the best,” said Cap- 
tain Brotherton. “Some time ago he stat- 
ed that the eight-hour system was the 
best.” 3 

‘“That’s untrue,” quickly said Captain 
English, 

“Come to order, gentlemen,” said Chair- 
man Johnson, “and let’s have no person- 
alities.”’ 

The incident passed off without further 
reference to the matter. 

Mr. Johnson’s estimate and plan were 
adypted on an aye and nay vote as fol- 
lows: ! 

Yeas—Mayor King, 
Chairman Johnron, 

Nays-—Captain English and Mr. Branan. 

The board will meet in regular monthly 
meeting at 3 o’clock Monday aiternoon. 
The new supernumeraries and patrolmen 
will be elected at that meeting and the 
ollicers will be selected for exposition duty.

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TAX RATE HIGHER 


County Commissioners Decide To Levy a 
Special Tax This Year. 


FULTON MUST. HAVE A JAIL 


The Old One Is Totally Unfit for a 
Prison—They Are Tired of Bond 
Elections That Fail. 


The present grand jurors ‘of Fulton 
county examined the jail, found that a 
new one was imperative, recommended a 
divect tax for the purpose of building it, 
and yesterday morning the county commis- 
sioners decided to adjust the tax levy ac- 
cordingly. 

This additional expenditure makes the 
tax,for Ful\on county this year .664 cents, 
where last year it was .443. This makes 
the state and county tax for Fulton $1.10 
per hundred, as against 88 cents for state 
and county last year; an increase of 25 per 
cent. 

This additional levy of .22 for the county 
gives the commissioners about $100,000 as a 
beginning for a new jail and next year it 
is very likely that there will be an addi- 
tional levy for the purpose of completing 
the jail, as the members of the board in- 
tend that a jail worthy of Fulton county 
and fully up to every necessity of the coun- 
ty shall be built. 

It will bé remembered that for several 
years past every effort has been made by 
the grand juries to secure the building of 
a jail. The present hull has been condemn- 
ed in unmeasured terms. It has been called 
a “disgrace to civilization,’’ a ‘‘pest hole’”’ 
and various other cognomens by way of 
indicating its absolute worthlessness and 
the pressing need for a new abode for 
the unfortunate people of the county. 

In many instances innocent men are con- 
fined in jail, and if it were the policy of 
Fulton county to subject the guilty men 
to absolute danger to ill health it is not 


) likely that it would be the desire that in- 


nocent men should bear a part of these ills. 
At least the county commissioners took 
the same view of the necessity for a new 
jail that the grand juries have for some 
time. | 

There were three efforts to secure an 
issue of bonds for the purpose of erecting 
a new’ prison. The payment of the bonds 
was arranged so that there would be no 
additional tax levy. For some reason the 
proper vote could not be brought out, and 
despite the fact that everybody admitted 
the crying need for the jail, the votes 
were not registered in sufficient numbers to 
carry the bonds. 

Although the present grand jury of Ful- 
ton county has been organized less than a 
week, the members have visited the jail 
and yesterday morning held a joint meeting 
with the commissioners. The meeting last- 
ed but a short while. The cotinty commis- 
sioners left it to attend the regular meet- 
ing of the county commission, which had 
been postponed until that time. Tne board 
had been in session only a very short 
while when it was in receipt of a communi- 
cation from the grand jury. The communi- 
cation was a resolution which read as fol- 
lows: 

‘Whereas, The grand jury of Fulton 
county has made a thorough examination 
of the’jail and tind that a lew jal 15 lin- 
perative, 

‘Resolved, That we recommend to the 
county commussioners the levy of a direct 


tax for the purpose of building a new jail’ 


for Fulton county, Georgia, and that the 
secretary furnish the commissioners with 
a copy of this resolution. 

‘Pursuant to the above resolution, I beg 
to hand you this copy. 

“E. M. SCOTT, Secretary. 
Ga., September 6, 1894.” 
Mr, Adair’s Resolution. 

When the matter of the tax levy was 
taken up the communivation from the 
grand jury was read, and Commissioner 
Adair offered the following resolution: 

“It is ordered that there be coilected by 
the tax collector of Fulton county, or his 
successors in office, the following tax for 
county purposes, for the fiscal year 189%, to- 
wit: Sixteen and five-tenths cents for pub- 
lic works, 2.2 cents for roads and bridges, 
22 cents for public buildings, 6.2 cents for 
the expenses of the superior court, 2.4 cents 
for the expenses of the city court, 2.6 cents 
for the expenses of the criminal court, 2.2 
cents for the fees of the jailer and all other 
expenses of the jail, 1.2 cents for the fees 
of the coroner, per diem of coroner‘s ju- 
rors and salary of county physician, 1.6 
cents for the commissions of the tax col- 
lector and receiver and salaries of commis- 
sioners and their clerk, 2 cents for the 
support of the almshouse and for paupers, 
and 55 cents for any other lawful charges 
against the county, making a total of 64.4 
cents on the $100, which is hereby levied 
for the year 1895.”’ 

Seconded by Commissioner Spalding. 

‘“‘T move the adoption of Mr. Adair’s reso- 
lution,” said Commissioner Spalding. 
“There is only one thing that makes me 
vote for the raise in the tax levy during 
tese hard times. That reason is the ab- 
solute necessity for a new fail. 3 

“Tf I did not vote for the tax levy for the 
new jail I would fail to keer my oath as 
a commissioner of Fulton county. I would 
be failing to do my duty to the people 
who entrusted me with the partial care 
of their best interests. 

‘Tt is the unbroken record of grand juriés 
that a new jail has been recommended and 
that the present building is not only in- 
adequate to the demands of our growing 
county, but it is a disgrace to the county 
from every standpoint. It has been de- 
signated as a disgrace to civilization. 

“Now comes a grand jury just organized 
this week. It goes out of the usual order 
of things and visits the’ jail the second 
day of its meeting and recommends the 
levy of a direct tax for the purpose of 
building a jail. 

“T know that the people are acquainted 
with every detail of the imperative need 
of a’ new jail. I am sure that they are 
willing that one shall be built. It is true

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BUYERS PLENTY AT DECLINE 
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eee eee 


‘And Higher Prices for Cotton Are Ex- 
pected—London Set the Pace for 
| the Stock Market. 


New York, September 6.—For the first 
time in a week or so London turned up as 
@ buyer of our stocks and this set the pace 
for local operators, who immediately 
started in to cover short contracts. The 
foreigners, according to arbitrage houses, 
bought about 20,900 shares of various 
stocks, St. Paul being the special favorite. 
Prices under this process improved %4@1 
per cent and the gain was most pronounc ed 
fin the case of Louisville and Nashville, the 
Granugers, Kansas and Texag and Union 
Pacific. The rising tendency was checked 
near 11 o’clock by rumors that about two 
millions gold would be shipped to Europe 
tomorrow. Subsequently it was announced 
that $1.600,000 of the gold to be shipped 
had been withdrawn from the subtreasury 
and the early buyers turned sellers and the 
improvement noted above was not only 
wiped out but some of the prominent 
{ssues scored losses. Some of the inac- 
tive issues made notable gains, Omaha pre- 
ferred rising 3 to 123 and Erie Telephone 
3% to 60%. General Electric sold up from 
37% to 395%%@39% on the revival of the old 
reports of a close alliance with the West- 
inghouse. These rumors could not be con- 
firmed and those in a position to know 
said the stories had been revived for 
speculative effect. Tennessee Coal first fell 
to 21% and later rose to 43%. Lackawanna 
was the feature among the Anthracite 
Cdalers and on purchases of 105 shares rose 
to 167. The last sale before today was at 
165%. In the last hour Sugar, which had 
advanced to 114% on the declaration of 
the regular dividends. suddenly dropfed 
‘to 112%. Manhattan also developed Wcak- 
ness in the late trading and fell to 12%. 
The general list held steady for the reason 
that the street is satisfied that the bond 
syndicate will protect the government gold 
reserve and that the powerful banking in- 
terests have not abandoned the work of re- 
habilitating the coal trade. Net changes 
show advances of % to % per cent.

Paul and Louisville and Nashville leading. 
General Electric, however, gained 15, per 
cent.

We can state positively that the Reading 
assessment under the new plan of reor- 
ganization will be more than $20 per share 
and that nothing will be given for the as- 
sessment. The incomes will be assessed 
on a graduated scale, the greatest on the 
3d, the smallest on the ist. Knowledge that 
assessments would be large started some 
realizing Thursday and Philadeiphia and 
London supplied a very considerable 
amount of stock. One of the latest stories, 
and -one not reasonable in view of the 
statement entitled to the greatest 
credit, that the Jersey Central people ccn- 
trolled the Reading Situation, is that it 
will lease the Reading. Jersey Central hes 
been twice leased to the Reading, but this 
is the first time there has been talk of 
the Jersey Central becoming the head. 

London continues to sell stocks steadily, 
and with complete impartiality St. Paul 
has perhaps been sold to a larger extent 
than others of the London stocks, but 
Only because it is the most active and best 
known American stock in the London mar- 
ket. The best information, however, is to 
the effect that these sales are not in any 
At the re- 
cent settlements American stocks have 
loaned at 2 to 3 per cent and there have 
been no premiums on the. active stocks. 


. The public in London does not take kindly 


to short sales of American stocks; and as 
we showed a few days ago an apparent 
short inierest here may have no real sig- 
nificance, as stocks may be on the way. 

Peerle who have made it their business 
to follow up the American Tobacco affairs 
@nd who have been bullish on the stock 
changed Thursday because they were satis- 
fied that the St. Louis opposition is to .be. 
Genuine, and in consequence very impor- 

nt. These people would not sell the 
stock on the efforts to get the attorney gen- 
eral to hamper the company’s business in 
this state, although they admit that seri- 
ous complications may arise from it. The 
Main point is that the cigarette market, 
which has been controlled by the American 
company, will be entered by several rich 
tobacco houses, and it is hinted even now 
that the American Company will in a few 
days abolish the boycott against dealers 
who buy cigarettes of other concerns. 

The selling cf Cotton Gil is based on 
trade conditions.

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THE COTTON MARKET. 


Local market closed nominal; middling, —. 
Daniel O'Dell & Co.’s Cotton Letter. 


By Private Wire to J. C. Knox, Manager. 
New York, September 6.—The first cables 
were 2%. points lower, 1 point of which 
Was recovered later. Spot sales 6,000 at 
1-32d reduction in price. The discouraging 
Liverpool caused our market to open 
lower and irregular. January sold at 
7.99, but quotations advanced immediately, 
reaching 3.14 for January betore 12 o'clock, 
the strength being due to a statement that 
The Galveston News places the Texas 
crop 40 per cént below last year’s. When 
New Orleans estimates of 3,40 Oto 3,600 for 
tomorrow were received the market be- 
came easier and dropped to 8.06 for Janu- 


ary, ohly to make a sharp backward move 


to 814.. Prices again eased slightly. It 
is natural to expect that many planters 
will rush their cctton to market as fast 
as possible on this advance, as their ex- 
perience has been that the first cotton was 
solid at a fair price, while those who held 
their crops back did so at a loss. There- 
fore receipts from the extreme south may 
be liberal during September and October 
and check a further rise if not depress 
vaiues, but we firmly believe that later it 
will become very apparent that the yield 
will be small, and the late cotton will be 
sold at she best figures of the year. With 
estimates from conservative sources plac- 
ing the Texas crop at 2,000,000 and the crop 
in other cotton states greatly reduced, it 
would seem quite,probable that the total 
crop may not exceed. 7,000,000. If these 
estimates, in which we piace great cred- 
ence, are correct, then &c is too cheap for 
cotton this year with the present good 
business conditions and the favorable out- 
look in all branches of trade. Our friends 
through the south find almost nothing but 
unfavorable news to send in. Fort Gib- 
son, Miss., says many: fields are without 
fruit or stalks; bottom crops rotted and 
top crop light. Vicksburg says prospects 
are getting more unfavorable; great dam- 
age by worms; cotton turning red. From 
South Carolina, Alabama, Texas and’ Ten- 
nessee today’s telegrains reiterate former 
Statements that the condition of cotton 
is getting worse. it is evident, however, 
that English spinners are unwilling to be- 
lieve the unfavorable reports on cotton 
and refuse to buy om a liberal scale. . They 
and the New England spinners also, are 
said to carry fair stocks. - In view of this 
and the great advance we have had recent- 
ly (though bullish for the long turn) we 
believe that sales on all sharp advances 
in the immediate future will prove profita- 
ble to holders who will take their cotton 
back on the breaks. Our market closed 
steady at 6 points net advance and trans- 
actions, were 231,900; port receipts today 
3,503, against 3,034 in 1894 and 5,513 in 1893.

New York, September 6,—Liverpoo!l open- 
ed with a dull spot market; sales 6,000 
bales; middling 444d; last year 3%d. Fu- 
tures were quiet with sales at 2-64d decline 
and closed steady 14 to 2-€4d decline. Man- 
chester quoted yarns dull but steady; 
cloths quiet. Our market opened at a 
decline of 4 to 5 points, January 7.99 to 8 
cents and advancing to %.14. At 1 p. m. 
8.09 to 8.10 was the market price. At the 
opening of the market the pressure to real- 
ize under the disappointing: reports from 
Liverpool caused a decline varying from 
6 to 3 points, but these offerings were 
quickly absorbed by the local traders, who 
anticipated an advance upon the 
bad bureau report on Tuesday next, with 
the result that the market quickly ad- 


vanced some 14 points from the opening 
upon the receipt of many bad crop reports. 

hen the receipts at New Orleans were 
posted the largest portion of the advance 
was lost.

Should the crop 
account, which could scarcely be worse, 
convince the spinners that the crop is @& 
short one, then there would be no doubt 
as to the future course of prices. At the 
moment the market hesitates because they 
doubt this possibility. Receipts at New 
Orleans are at the expense of Galveston. 
Spot sales for the day were 767 bales for 
consumption and 200 delivered on contract. 
Total 967 bales: market steady; middling 
8i4c; last year, 6 15-lé6c. 


Riordan & Co.’s Cotton Letter. 

New York, September 6.—(Special.)\—A de- 
cline in Liverpool caused free sellfmg at 
the opening and a loss in values of about 
5 points, October selling on the call at 
7.80, but the depression was of brief dura- 
tioa. In a few minutes prices had rallied to 
yesterday’s closing figures, and the im- 
provement continued until the advance 
had reached fully 16 points from the open- 
ing price, October selling up to 7.90. The 
tone was very firm when an estimate of 
liberal receipts at New Orleans tomorrow 
suddenly changed the temper of specula- 
tion and a reaction of 9 points took place, 
October selling down to 7.86, but there were 
plenty of buyers at the decline and another 
rally soon took place.

The continent sold 
heavily this morning, and Liverpool was 
also a seller, but later on there was ex- 
cellent outside buying, together with quite 
a number of buying orders from the south,

Wheat Closed a Fraction Lower and 
Corn a Fraction Higher. 


Chicago, September 6.—In an article in 
The North American Review, Henry Far- 
Quahar, assistant statistician of the agri- 
cultural department, estimated the two 
crops (winter and spring) of wheat at 4v3,- 
000.000 bushels. The article was discovered 
by some studious individual of the Chicago 
bourd of trade about noon today, and 
when it had been fully circulated on the 
board prices lost what little strength they 
had previous. The receipts at the north- 
west led in importance at the start, the 
weak feeling being shown and prices start- 
ing in at a loss of about %@%c from the 
close of yesterday. That they did not de- 
cline further was due to the fact that ex- 
,tensive sales of puts were made yesterday 
afternoon, and the holders of those provi- 
leges were interested in snapping up their 
profits. Later in the morning the strength 
which developed in corn led to some cover- 
ing of short wheat and a rally resulted, but 
the weakness mentioned above was the 
final outcome of the day’s variations of 
tone and feeling. December wheat opened 
from 60% to 60c, sold between 605@60% and 
59%c, closing at 59%c—%c under yesterday. 
Cash averaged %c lower, but was fairly 
Steady at the decline. 

Corn—Not much, interest developed in 
corn early. Approaching noon, however, 
offerings becamne somewhat light and the 
demand a little better. Several of the 
larger commission houses assumed a rather 
aggressive attitude, and with comparative 
ease forced the market higher. Shorts of 
the nervous sert covered, and for a time 
it seemed as though there would be a 
rally of some importance, No particular 
reason could be given for the change of 
front, and' before the close the strength 
oozed out, prices dropping back to almost 
yestercay’s closing figures.. May corn 
opened at 29%c; advanced to 304%,@0%, 
closing at 29%,@2%—‘se higher than yester- 
day. The bulk of the sales of cash corn 
were made at from yesterday’s prices to 4% 
@%c higher, the nominal close being with 
the advance missing. 

Oats—Much of today’s trade in oats con- 
sisted of covering by shorts, the same 
houses that were identified with yester- 
day’s operations being again prominent. A 
steady to firm feeling was in evidence most 
of the session. Corn threw some of its sur- 
plus strength into this grain. May oats 
closed %c higher than yesterday. Cash 
oats ruled\4@ttec per bushel higher. 

Proyisions—Product was a dead _ issue 
during most of the session.. There was 
nothing of sufficient value, either in the 
news or business at any time, to rouse it 
from the moribund state into which it had 
fallen.

seen to fall backward on her seat, when 
a number of people gathered around her, 
supposing she had fallen with a faint from 
exhaustion. 

They soon discovered, however, that res- 
piration had ceased and they sent for medi- 
cal assistance. 

Three physicians responded and they 
used every effort to revive the unfortunate 
woman, but she never breathed again. She 
had literally died while shouting. Her body 
was laid out on a bench and the meeting 
broke up in disorder. 

It was found on examination that she had 
died from heart failure, brought on by 
overexertion. 

New Telephone Line.

TWO YOUNG DESPERADOES 


RAID A SCHOOL WITH A GUN AND 
ROCKS AND DO DAMAGE. 


A-Colored Professor Beaten on the 
Head by Negroes and Laid Up. 
One of the Outlaws Escaped. 


Frank Hightower and Peter Turner, two 
young negro desperadoes, took in the 
fourth ward with pistols and rocks yester- 
day morning. They visited the Gate City 
colored school and eame near precipitating 
a riot at that institution, 

Peter Turner is locked up behind the bars 
of the station house, but Hightower, the 
principal participant in the outlawry, re- 
mains at large. He drew a gun on the prin- 
cipal of the school and threatened to shoot 
the life ouf-of that individual. 

Yesterday morning Hightower and Tur- 
ner went to the school and _ interfered 
with some of the students in the yard. 
They raised considerable disturbance about 
the school, and when W. B. Matthews, the 
principal, was notified of it he sent the 
janitor out to quell the trouble. The two 
young highwaymen jumped on the janitor 
and ran him back in the house, considera- 
bly the worse for wear. 

Principal Matthews then came out to in- 
vestigate and he too was pounced upon by 
the desperate negroes. Hightower jerked 
a formidable looking pistol from his rear 
pocket in true Arizona style and lost no 
time in pointing it at the learned professor. 
He was just in the act of pulling the trig- 
ger when Matthews closed in on him and 
the two engaged in a desperate battle. 
Hightower hit Matthews on the head with 
the weapon and brought the blood freely. 

In the meantime Peter Turner, Hightow- 
er’s companion in crime, had been search- 
ing for a stick or rock. Finding a big 
stone he ran up and let it go at Matthews 
with all the force he could command in his 
strong right arm. The rock struck the 
professor on the head and he fell into a 
heap. With pluck and determination Mat- 
thews held on to Hightower until some men 
came up and took charge of him that he 
might wash the blooJ from his badly in- 
jured head. The men let Hightower get 
away before Call Officer John Abbott could 
get to the scene of the small battle. 

After being allowed to escape Hightower 
went off and got another gun and réturned 
to school to clean up the whole ‘‘shebang”’ 
he said, and would probably have done 80 
but for the arrival of Officer Abbott on the 
scene the second time. He made a break 
for Hberty and secured it by hiding out in 
the hack yards of Darktown. He is badly 
wanfed for assault to murder.

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Great Crowds Apply to Chief Felder for 
Positions at the Expositjon. 


A GOOD MANY PLACES FILLED. 


The First Boat Launched on Clarp 
Meer—Stirring Scenes at the 
Exposition Grounds. 


The chief of concessions and admissions, 
Mr. E. A. Felder, had a lively time in his 
department yesterday afternoon. Out of 
several hundred applicants for positions as 
cashiers, gatekeepers and so forth, 150 were 
considered, and those 150 appeared before 
the bar of Mr. Felder’s office to learn their 
fate. There were not so many offices by 
a good many.to fill as there were appli- 
cants, but each and every man who was 
present was anxious to be the one, of 
course. The department of concessions re- 
quires something like 125 cashiers. The 
concessionaires are furnished with cash 
registers and men to work them. These 
cashiers are required to make reports every 
evening of the sales in each particular 
concession for the day. This, of course, re- 
quires responsible men. The applicants, all 
around, run up into thousands. I heard 
Chief Inspector C. M. Felder say this 
morning that for positions in the gift of

the department, there were upward of 
5,000 applicants. The weeding out, there- 
fore, has to be very thorough. The crowd 
commenced to gather a full half hour be- 
fore the appointed time, 3 o'clock, and the 
second floor of the fire building, outside of 
Mr. Felder’s door, resembled the lobby of 
a legislature. After Mr. E. A. Felder had 
passed upon the credentials of the candi- 
dates they were turned over to Chief In- 
spector C. M. Felder, for acceptance or re- 
jection. It was at his hands that they re- 
ceived their examination, and were told 
in as few words as possible what was to 
be expected of them. In most cases they 
were accepted, through some few were nec- 
essarily turned away. Inspector Felder is 
not so stern as he looks to be, which is, 
perhaps, a-good thing for the applicants, - 


The First Launch. 


The first of the electric launches went 
into the water of Clara Meer today. It is 
a pretty little boat, about twenty-five or 
thirty feet long, the hull painted whité to 
the wafer line, below which it is black. 
The deck and interior fittings are finished 
in natural woods, and the trimmings are 
of polished brass. There are several car- 
loads of these launches on the sidetracks 
waiting to be put in the water. They are 
of the same general pattern as were the 
launches at the world’s fair, though some- 
what more modern and considerably more 
improved. Clara Meer, by the way, is going 
to be one of the chief attractions of the 
exposition. The picturesqueness of the 
show will all center on Clara, as the sheet 
of water is popularly called. 

The Statues Here. 

The statues for the tops of the columns 
of the flights of steps arrived yesterday 
morning. They are vefy well designed and 
very appropriate for these positions, being 
broadly modeled, well proportioned and 
light. Four workmen can carry one with 
ease, though some of them are twelve feet 
or more in height, One, a statue of ‘‘Fame,”’ 
has the arms extended in front, and as it 
was being carried along the upraised arms 
rising fully eight feet in air, amused a large 
crowd of lookers-on immensely. 

The grounds and quarters of the Pied- 
mont club have been the cynosure of all 
eyes these hot days. The members of that 
organization can sit “at ease in their inn’’ 
and from beneath the shade of their own 
vine and fig tree can watch the perspiring 
throngs of visitors puffing up the hill past 
the art building. Many a poor mortal has 
gazed that way and sighed within his soul— 
and sometimes without—to see *rthat com- 
fort. The hill road leading from the main 
entrance to the government building is 
one of the hottest places on the grounds. 
Shade is available in other places, but for 
the greater part of the day all the shade 
that falls on this roadway comes from the 
chimes tower, which is fast approaching 
completion. And, by the way, I have never 
seen in any park a feature so novel and 
yet so decidedly ornamental as this cam- 
panile which rises so gracefully from the 
highest point on the grounds, 

Woman’s Exhibits Arrive. 

A carload of exhibits arrived at the 
woman’s building yesterday. They are 
being opened and it will not take very 
long to -install them. Among the cases I 
noticed one which had rather a curious 
label. It was from Mrs. L. P. Hunt, of 
Minnesota, and was directed to the ‘‘de- 
partment of antiquities and loans.’ To a 
person unfamiliar with Minnesota it seems 
odd to have “antiquities’’ from the far 
northwest, but when it is remembered that 
Minnesota is peopled by easterners and 
that its earliest settlers were the voyaguers 
of Canada the idea of antiquities does not 
seem strange. I know Mrs. Hunt, and I 
know that her exhibit will be not less fine 
than the excellent one she had at Chicago. 
Miss Temple seems to be well satisfied 
with the progress of work in this building. 
She said yesterday that she thought the 
exhibits would all be in shape by the 
16th, which means that her own part of the 
work is very well along. Miss Temple is 
one of those women whom men admire.

ONE HAS BEEN ESTABLISHED AT 
THE EXPOSITION. 


Deputy Donaldson Is Here—The Cus- 
toms Office Was Opened Yes- 
terday Morning. 


Mr. Walter A. Donaldson, deputy sur- 
veyor of customs, reached the city yescter- 
day morning and in a few hours after his 
arrival he was busy at his desk in the 
temporary offices fitted up at the exposi- 
tion*® grounds. 

For the present and until the customs 
building is completed, Mr. Donaldson will 
be located in the second story of the police 
and fire building at the exposition grounds. 
The quarters are of course to be used only 
for a few days and the office of the deputy 
and his assistants will be located in the 
building that is to be erected in the rear 
of the forestry building. 

For the past few days and in fact since 
the first shipments have been made that 
requirei government inspection, the work 
has been handled through the customhouse 
here in the city. This has been the cause 
of some delay, as the cases could not be 
handled with the rapidity and’system which 
will now be made possible on account of 
the location of the office on the grounds, 

Mr. Donaldson will be ably assisted in 
his work in the new office by competent 
clerical help and the shipments will be 
handled just as fast as they are received. 
As soon as the deputy'reached the city 
he went at once to the office at the grounds 
and began to outline his work. Several 
cases that were loaded in cars standing on 
the track were unloaded and checked up. 

“We are going to have our hands full 
during the next few days,’ said Mr. Don- 
aldson yesterday afternoon, ‘‘and I expect 
to have a great rush in getting the cases 
of goods through. They will be coming 
in very rapidly and from now on we will 
have all we can do. The building will be 
begun this afternoon and I am promised 
by President Collier that it will be rushed 
with all possible haste. We would move 
in this afternoon if the building was ready, 
but as this is not the case we will have 
our offices in the police and fire depart- 
ments building. These will be tempor- 


“ary headquarters and we will move into 


the new building just as soon ‘as we can.”’ 

The establishment of the customs depart- 
ment for the exposition is regulated and 
authorized by an act of congress approved 
last August, one year ago. The provision 
is made for the free admission of all goods 
shipped from foreign countries: that would 
otherwise be subject to duty, provided the 
goods are not sold for consumption within 
the United States. In order to secure the 
privilege of free entry above recorded 
every package destined for the exposition 
should have affixed to it through the for- 
eign shipper one or more labels represent- 
ing the flag of the country to which it 
belongs. The label is required to be 8x12 
inches in size and should bear across the 
face in black letters the inscription “Ex- 
position at Atlanta.” The packages to

be directed to the surveyor of customs and 
marked for the Cotton exposition. The 
name of the consignee at the port of first 
arrival in the United States should also be 
on the package. Every exhibit will be ac- 
companied by an invoice and duplicate, 
with a description of their contents and a 
declaration of the quality and the market 
value of each separate article in the coun- 
try of production. 

The invoice will be sighed by the exhibiftor 
and one copy will be mailed to the surveyor 
of customs in Atlanta and. the other to 
the consignee of the goods at the port 
of first arrival. : 
From the time that the goods are packed 
the cases will be inspected and only duly 
licensed persons will be allowed to handle 
them. Receipts, manifests and many 
papers will be required to be made out in 
the transportation of the goods and the 
railroads as well as local draymen will be 
duly authorized for the delivery of the 
goods. The details of the office require 
a great deal of tedious work and Deputy 
Donaldson will have a great many bills and 
papers to make out for each shipment.

Dr. L. J. Woolf the Victim of a Mid- 
night Assassin. 


HE IS WAYLAID BY FOOTPADS 


He Was Struck a Fearful Blow on the 
Head by Unknown Parties and 
Robbed While Unconscious.

Story of General Imboden While at 
Savannah. 
From The Savannah Press. 
The death of General John D. Imboden, 
the famous confederate cavalry general, 
at his home in southwestern Virginia a few 
days ago, has recalled to many of Savan- 
nah’s veterans the days immediately fol- 
lowing the close of the war when Genéral 
Imboden was in Savannah a paroled officer. 
On the First Boat Down. 
General Imboden came down to Savan- 
nah from Augusta on the first boat that 
made the trip after the cessation of hostil- 
ities. The boat was crowded with con- 
federate soldiers and officers, all wearing 
the gray uniforms that had seen. such 
hard service on the field. When the boat 
arrived at the Charleston bridge. it was 
met by a small boat in which were some 
union officers. Their natty blue uniforms 
contrasted strongly with the worn, mud- 
stained, half tattered clothes of most of 
the sguthern soldiers. 
“Cut Them Off.” 
The chief officer of the new arrivals, af- 
ter the boat had been boarded, glanced over 
the array of confederates. His eye lighted 
on General Imboden. On his uniform 
were the insignia of his rank. The union 
officer marched up to him. 
“You are a general, I see, sir,”’ said he. 
‘*¥ es,”” , 
‘Well, these stripes must be cut off and 
your uniform left bare.’’ 
“What do you mean?” inquired General 
Imboden. 
“Just what I have said. The orders are 
that no insignia of rank can be left on 
you or any other officer. They must be 
removed before you enter Savannah.”

General Imboden drew himself up in

The bridge committee of the general 
council, if the present indications are veri- 
fied, will have one of the most important 
and ‘nteresting- annual reports to submit 


-when the year’s work is done that will 


form a chapter in the year book of ’95, 

The committee has just completed and 
turned over to the city one of the finest 
and best bridges ever put up in the south 
and notwithstanding that fact is now 
seeking to add another structure of that 
kind to work of the year. 

And just now it looks very much as if the 
bridge committee wiil be able to accom- 
plish the task it has set itself. 

The members of the committee met 
yesterday in the council chamber and the 
full membership was present, Mr. Welch, 
of the fifth, making his first appearance 
in the city hall since the severe accident 
which laid him up a few weeks ago. Im- 
mediately after Mr. Bell, chairman of the 
committee, called the meeting to order the 
completion of the Broad street bridge and 
its surrender to the city by the committee 
was given an informal discussion or rather 
taik. The members of the committee were 
all more than pleased with the work that 
had been done. Mr. Bell took from his 
pocket a bundle of papers bearing the seal 
of the city clerk’s office. 

“Now,” said he, “‘we have here another 
paper which calls for another bridge. Shall 
I read it or is it too late in the year to 
think of more new work on that line?’ 

“What is it?’’ asked Mr. Welch, of the 
Afth. 


“It is a resolution presented by you,” re- | 


plied Mr. Bell, ‘‘calling for a new bridge 
ever Jones avenue.”’ 

“Then,”’ said Mr. Welch, of the fifth, 
“let’s hear the paper. If there is a bridge 
that is needed in the city more than the 
Alabama street bridge it is the bridge over 
Jones avenue.”’ 

The paper was read and was found to 
be a resolution calling the attention of 
the general council to the unsafe condition 
of the bridge on the avenue over the rail- 
road tracks. The fact that a new bridge 
was deemed absolutely _ necessary was 
shown in the resolution and keference was 
made to the previous attempts to have 
the work done. 

“Now.” said Mr. Welch, of the fifth, 
“you all know that that same matter has 
been here for some time and that a new 
bridge is needed on that avenue.” . 

“Yes,” said Mr. Bell, ‘“‘the papers on file 
in the city clerk’s office show that there is 
somewhere an agreement by which the 
railroad companfés can be made to build 
that bridge. If that is the case L think we 
should know it positively and™then go 
ahead and have the work done. If ‘it is so 
that the city will have the bridge to buila, 


then we should know it so that we can

A CITY ORDINANCE INTERFERES 
WITH THEIR BUSINESS.

It Prohibits Vehicles Being Left on 
the Streets When They Are 
Not in Actual Use.

Customers of blacksmith shops must not 
leave their vehicles standing on the streets 
while getting their horses shod. That’s 
what Judge Andy Calhoun, of the police 


court, has decided. 

The decision was made yesterday; and 
it was an important one. It bids fair to 
seriously interfere with the business of the 
horseshoers of the city. One of them said 
in the police court yesterday that if the 
decision was enforced it would compel the 
horseshoers to quit business entirely. 

The decision of the court was based on 
a law which seems to have  0been 
passed last April. It is entitled ‘‘an ordi- 
nance to prohibit the occupation of the 
streets by vehicles when not in actual 
use,’’ but the blacksmiths claim that it is 
a law to ruin their occupation. 

It seems that little has been heard of 
the ordinance since its passage by the 
council some months ago. It was resusci- 
tated yesterday in the trial of an owner 
of a vehicle who had been arrested for 


leaving his vehicle in the street in front of | 


a blacksmith shop wilile having his horse 
shod. The court had a copy of the ordi- 
nance produced from the station house 
keeper’s office,» and after reading it an- 
nounced that he would be compelled to en- 
force it, whether or not it was a wise law. 

The case on trial was one against Jesse 
Taylor, colored. He had taken his horse 
to O’Conner’s blacksmith shop on South 
Loyd street to have him shod. The horse 
was unhitched from the vehicle and shod 
inside pf the shop, as are all:horses. <A 
shoer cannot work on the streets. While 
the hoarse was being shod the vehicle was 
left on the street in front of Mr. O’Con- 
ner’s shop. Officer Lockhart came along just 
as Taylor was hitching up his horse after 
having him shod and made a case against 
the negro for violating the ordinance. 

The case was called in the police court 
yesterday and Mr. O'Conner appeared to 
explain what injury would result to the 
blacksmiths if the law was enforced against 
them He said that he would of course be 
responsible for the fine imposed on the de- 
fendant, as in order to continue his pusi- 
ness horses would have to be brought in- 
side of his shop. He said that there was 
no alternative but for the blacksmiths to 
shoe horses inside their shops, and unless 
vehicles could be left on the street the 
business of horseshoeing would be ruined. 
Horseshoers would be compelled to quit 
business, he said, if customers had no place 
to leave vehicles while horses were being 
shod, He said that his place of business 
was on a wide street on which no car line 
ran, and that no interference with travel 
had resulted from vehicles being left on 
the side of the street. 

The court said that he had no alternative 
but to enforce the law. It had been passed 
by the council, and it was his duty to en- 
force ft. The law was evidently passed to 
keep the streets unobstructed, said the 
court, and unless the ordinance was re- 
pealed py the council it would have to be 
enforced. 

Judge Calhoun advised Mr. O’Conner and 
others interested to take the matter up 
with the city council if it was a hardship 
on their business. 

The ordinance says that the streets can 
be obstructed by vehicles only by the cen- 
sent of the chief of the tire department 
and the chief of police. 

The ordinance was passed by the council 
on April 15th at thé instance of the police 
committee, and reads as follows: 

“Be it ordained, That from and after the 
passage of this ordinance it shall be un- 
lawful for any person to leave on the 
streets any vehicle not in actual use, with- 
out the consent of the chief of the fire de- 
partment and the.chief of police.” 

It is likely that the blacksmiths of the 
city will go before the council at the next 
meeting of that body and ask for relief 


The Matter of Putting Power in the 
Hangs of Individual Members 
Criticised—County May Sue. 


After pending before the county commis- 
sioners for more than three: months the 
inatter of the Venable allezed overdraft 
Was reported on yesterday morning by 
Ccunty Attorney Rosser. : 

The gist of the report ‘is to the effect that 
if the contracts were ever made they are 
not on record and that the present showing 
on the minutes is ‘insufficient tu’-make tue 
transactions between the board of county 
commissioners and Venable Bros. valid. 

in fact, from the suggestions thrown out 
by the commissioners yesterday, it is very 
likely that the county commissioners will 
adopt the report of the county attorney and 
enter suit against Venable Bros. for the 
amount of the overdraft, which has been 
charged against them, 

When the present board of commission- 
ers went into office a wholesale investiga- 
tion of all that the previoug board had 
done was begun by Commissioner Adair. 
Among other things he ferreted out what 
he thought to be an overdraft by Venable 
Bros. in the matter of stoné, At that time 
his contention was that the firm of Venable 
Bros. had received $13,000 for stone, when 
tney were not due any money until the 
Stone had been placed down. 

Venable Bros. then claimed that the mon- 
ey, was advanced them for the purpose of 
paying freight and for paying taxes, and 
that the stone was ready for delivery to the 
county at any time, and was, in fact, vir- 
tually in the possession of the county. 

After some lively discussion the matter 
was referred to the county attorney, and it 
was in pursuance with the action of the 
board that Mr. Luther Z. Rosser filed his 
report yentétday morning. The report is 
exceedingly thorough and spares no one 
upon whom blame might be placed. 

The report begins by stating that the 
county attorney has looked over the min- 
utes of the board’s meeting for the purpose 
of locating the three contraets which 
Messrs. Venable claimed they had with the 
county. : 

“But these contracts,’’ says the report, 
“‘claimed by Mr. Venable are not preserved 
on the minutes; there may be traces or in- 
timations of céntracts, but in no case the 
contracts themselves, These suggestiors 
are then cited by the county attorney. The 
first one, which authorizes the shipment of 
stone by Venable LBros., for work on the 
East Point road, “‘with the distinct under- 
Standing that the county is not obligated 
to take any given amount, but only to take 
the stones by the carload,’’ and further on 
that “the payment therefor is not to be 
made until the stone has been laid in the 
roadbed.”’ 

There is another order on the minut2s au- 
thorizing the committee on public works to 
buy rock at 32 cents per square yard with 
Which .to do the work of improvirg the 
Jonesboro and McDonough roads. Another 
mentioned is mne authorizing the committe 
On roads and bridges to purthase ‘‘stone 
heccssary to improve the Marietta ruad. 
having due regard for the law which pro- 
vides for letting out contracts tor public 
improvement.’’ 

A Gentle Roast of the Commission. 

County Attorney Rosser goes on to say 
that if a knowledge of all the terms and 
conditions of the claimed zontra2ts were 
essential to the investigation of their valid- 
ity a glance would show no such knowl- 
edge could possibly he obtsined from the 
records of the county; that the county rec- 
ords hardly afford a guessing basis. 

The report says that it is conceded that 
none of these pretended contracts were in 
fact male by the commissioners of voads 
and revenues as a body; that the best that 
can be said is that the commissioners, while 
in session, directed a certain committee to 
make a contract for certain general rur- 
poses. 

After speaking of the power the board 
vested in its committees—a power which 
may have been reinvested in a single mem- 
ber of the board, says the report—Mr. Kos- 
ser goes on to say: 

‘Phere is no pretense that these contracts 
were ever in writing, or that they were ever 
placed upon the minutes. The orders set up 
in the above paragraphs are not written 
contracts, nor are they the record of writ- 
ten contracts. They were not the cantract- 
ual efforts of the comMmissioners; there was 
expended on them no contractual energy. 
They were means of escaping contractual 
action. They are not contracts, but euthor- 
ity to the committee to contract largely as 
they saw fit.’’

into. They prophesy a contract, but they 
give no evidence that their prophecy was 
ever fulfilled. You may find a contract 
outside of and beyond the orders, but not 
in the orders. 

The County Exhibits Liberality. 

‘Under the East Point order,’ says the 
report after discussing the full meaning 
of the various orders, ‘Mr. Venable was 
furnishing the stone at 50 cents per square 
yard. ; 

“The order itself and this short statement 
of events leading up to it sho clearly 
that Venable was to furnish this East 
Point stone at his own risk, without ary 
obligation on the part of the county to 
take any sum and with the distinct under- 
standing that the county was ‘to pay for 
only such part as she used, and to use 
only such part as suited her. In this mat- 
ter the county cannot be accused of a 
lack of liberality. She took no stone at 
the Southern Granite bid of 32 cents and 
used of this East Point stone $5,889.75 worth 
at 50 cents. And in addition to the $5,889.75 
actually paid Mr. Venable still claims on 
the contract $4,036.75.” 

The matter of advertising for bids on 
contracts and the claim of $13,400 for stone 
purchased without advertisement are dis- 
cussed. The report then says: 

“If Iam correct in my views that these 
contracts are invalid and not binding on 
the county then it ‘follows that all ad- 
vances for stone so contracted for and not 
used were improperly made. 

“The warrants by which these advances 


were drawn from the treasury were, as l 


am informed, not based upon any warranty 
of the commissioners as a body, but were 
signed by individual members of the buard 
and were used without ever having re- 
ceived the sanction vf the board as a 
body. 

‘Money cannot be thus irawn Icgally 
from the county’s treasury.”’ 

The report concludes by disavowing any 
intention.upon the part of che county 
attorney to reflect upon any board of ¢om- 
missioners. 

Action was deferred and the report will 
probably be passed on av the next meeting 
of the board. 


BREAKING FAMILY TIES. 


Our People Are Scattering and For- 
getting Their Kin. 
From The Florida Citizen. 

The Bible furnishes abundant evidence of 
the strength of the family tie in the days 
of the Hebrew patriarchs... Several books 
in it are devoted chiefly to the line of an- 
cestors from which certain persons de- 
scended. The proper name of a person is 
seldcm mentioned without giving the name 
of the ancestor. Analogous to this are the 
customs that still prevail among the Jap- 
anese, Chinese and Arabs. The genealogy 
of every family ean be traced back for 
several thousand years. Duty requires thd 
preservation of the reinains of kindred and 
of transporting them «half way round the 
world, if they should'be in a foreign land. 
The keeping of family records is thus in- 
sured. The first thing taught an Oriental 
child is the names of his ancestors. In this 
way he acquires a sort of family patriotism 
very early in life.

In every part of the world the family tie 
is very strong among the Jews. If even a 
remcte relative is in want,,the others as- 
sist him, 
or allowed to suffer by neglect. Kinship 
counts for much among the Italians. They 
not only bear one another’s burdens, but 
they fight one another's battles. Wrongs 
committed by one generation are avenged 
by those of another. A man will go from 
Sardina to Siberia to avenge a wrong in- 
flicted on a relative. He believes that duty 
compels him to do this. The vendetta was 
not born of malice. «It ‘is inspired by love 
and not. by hate, and is fostered by race 
instinct. . 

That the family tie is lessening in this 
country is a matter of common observa- 
tion. Clippings gathered from the news- 
papers for a month will serve .to convince 
any one that blood is fast becoming as thin 
as water, and we all Know that water 
will congeal into ice or evaporate in the 
air. A probate judge in a great city states 
that more persons are compelled to support 
impecunious relatives than do so volun- 
tarily. Of late, state jegislatures have 
found necessary the passage of more

heve the name of reaching fame and: 
lortune through its own exertion. It 1s 
audacious and daring. It lhvoks on family 
regard as old-fashioned and unsuited to 
the times. 

In colonial days, and during the youth 
of the republic, the general custom was 
for father and sons and brothers to form 
partnerships ‘for the purpuse of carrying 
on business. Such is not the case now. 
Instanees in which they unite to conduct 
business are very rare; so are the cases 
in which married children vontinue to live 
in the home of their parents. The modern 
girl, like the. modern boy, desires tv be 
independent of ‘‘the old folks.’’ The matri- 
monial bond, like the tie of consanguinity, 
is also weakening. In states where the 
laws are favorable to granting them, a 
hundred. divorces are obtained wilere one 
could have been procured fifty years ago.

(New York Exchange.) 

I am fortunate in knowing o prominent 
professor of this city. He is a man of deep 
research end werld-wide popularity. It is 
seldom that he unbosoms himself, but he 
did so to a circle of friends and myself the 
other evening. This is what he said: 

“It is surprising how rapidly the condi- 
tions of life are changing in America.” 

“Do you mean, professor, in the manner 
of living?’’ 

“Yes, and also in the manner of dying. 
The habits of life, the reture of work, even 
our diet is different frvuia what it was fifty 
or even ten years ago.”’ 

“Do you think then the change has been 
for the better?’’ | 

“Yes and no. We undoubtedly have a 
higher state of existence now than former- 
ly, but for this very reason we are open to 
greater dangers. We have modern diseaves 
as well as modern improvements.” 

“Do you consider them serious?’’ 

“Undoubtedly. A greater strain or pres- 
sure in life naturally brings great trou- 
bles.
